A TRAIT OF THE PBESENT AGE. 


\Vitliiu tho present ccnlury thero has 


bt;en throushout tho world a marked dete- 
rioration in tho quality of ordinary plftin 
work. Not to speak of the extent to which 
the adulteration of foods nail fabrics goes on 
ouo must recognize a tendency towards 
slight aud flimsy fabrication, toward paint 
and gloss as the cover for \v!mt is intrinsi- 
cally of little worth; iu this respect it is 
certain that the world lias gone backward. 
Something of insubstantial niul fictitious in 
tho product of labor has become n trait of 
the present agu; tiiero i;i an expenditure of 
industry io imik'a things look belter than 
llipy really arc, find sell for more, thnu they 
nro really u-ortli, of which it is mere- self- 
ilereption to sny that the like nud to tho 
like extent has bean seen in nil ages. 


Cnrlylc took a young friend to see two 


houses in his neighborhood. the oue two 
hundred, tho other ten years old. 
The 


bricks at the corners of the former were 
still sharp as when they left the 
mould, 


find the mortar was hard and smooth, like 
polished rock; the new house scarcely had 
corners, the brick was so worn awny, while 
tho mortar was crumbling, nnd could bo 
picked out with tbe finger. 'there aro in 
London square miles of new built houses 
that aro but gilded traps to catch tenants in. 
Tho English law seems expressly designed 
to favor tho process. Jt requires tho tenant 
to leave the house in its good repair as ho 
found it—which commonly means, such be- 
ing tho quality of tho work, rebuilding it 
In part, and may rner.n rebuilding entire. 
Of the latter an example: A London carpen- 
ter hired n house, of n bishop, and ono 
day it literally tumbled down over his head 
Luckily escaping nlivo. he wrote to the 
bishop, nud acquainted him with the event, 
supposing that tbu latter would, of course, 
hasten to build tho bouse ncew. No an- 
swer was returned, and he wrote ngain, say- 
ing, "I urn paying 
house rent, 
with no 


house; will your lordship please attend to 
the matter at, once?" Tho bishop now re- 
plied, and tbo response was . if tbe house 
has fallen down, you are to rebuild it, not I. 
Please do so promptly, and see that the 
work is properly done." Tho 
astonished 


carpenter took legal advice, found that tho 
law indeed required this of him, nnd bad to 
expend tbe earnings of his life to the last 
penny in complying with its demnnds.—D. 
A. Wassou, iu North America Review for 
October. 


SAVISO VEGETABLE SBED.—Nearly all tho 


vegetable nod garden seeds usunlly needed 
in n family garden can nnd should he homo 
grown. The only exception usually made is 
that of jion seeds, which aro best when 
grown in England or Canada; as in our hot, 
dry Summers ihe pea beetle thrives, and 
nearly every pea saved for seed will bo found 
"buggy" in the Spring nt time of sowing. 
All garden seeds should be gathered as soon 
as ripo, put into small packages, and laid in 
some unoccupied chamber, loft, or other dry 
place, free from mice or moisture. 
Encb 


package should bo plainly marked at tho 
time of putting up, no that no mistakes need 
occur nt iho time of sowing. In a month or 
two, or ns soon as thoroughly dried, tha 
Boedn still in their packages should bo packed 
away carefully in n box or drawer for tho 
Winter. Cucumber anil squash seeds should 
bo washed clonn and driud before putiirg 
into packages. Corn may bo kept best on 
the oob.bniided up ns many farmers do their 
Kced corn. l*otiUoes, onion .sots, find roots 
ninut ho kept in tho cellar away from danger 
from frost. 
Corn, melon, cucumber and 


squash plants will not come true from seed 
unlass the seed was envcd from plants grow- 
ing at a distance from any other kinds.—
